The Custom^ ^ Tariff: 



The RoRolution placo on tbe notice 
paper by tbe souior member tor Lil- 
looofc, at tbe boginuiug of tbe session, 
was cftrricd into Comuiittoe of tbe 
whole House by <iu almost imaiiimous 
yoto,— iiaviug . tii'st, bowever, been 
purged of -the objectionnblo feat,ures 
in tbe prenmblo wbicb wo pointed out 
a few days ago. It would l)o a mis- 
take to accept the vote for goiug into 
Committee us aiTording a true gauge of 
the support the principle involved in 
the Re^solution may expect. Indeed, 
aevei-al members were careful to ox- 
plain tbat,vvhilo willing to soo the mat- 
ter go to Committee for full cliscussion, 
tbaj- were in no way favorable to tbe 
prii^iple; but tbey desired to see a 
Texgd, question set at rest, if possible, 
this BBSSion, BO that the public mind 
xnighVfCil 'fc' <^ iJistractcd with it at the 
npproaching genTaral election. It rc- 
mainsi to ' be seen Jiaw far that object 
— fcleery. kec'onSary one — shall be nt- 
tainpdr! -'It was interesting to mark 
the.ifliosyncrasiea and eccentricities 
evolyed in^the course of the superficial 
onli>Bomewhat irregular debate upon 
a iftera question of form. I'ir.st of all 
there was the Premier, in all the ardor 
of a frlsb convert, or perrert. willing 
to bolt the Eesolution, preamble and 
all. lie^S^as"j3l6.tJonly prepared to pro- 
nourice and -declare that the Tariff 
■which ho was elected to the House to 
advocate, and which ho did strongly 
advocate, "has resulted in failure and 
disaster", but he was willing, nay. 
ea''er,.to go 'altogether out of his way 
to'^graliiitouBly assert, aud ask tbe 
Legisluturo'lo alssert, that '"jre /eel no as- 
sxtrancf: thai the completion o/mch HuiUciiij 
xUU be made (tx wjrenl upon.'" In othiT 
words, be asked Parliament to de- 
elatet ^} its deliberate vote that it 
hftfi^xto'flfrd'erice tliat the new Terms 
■whi(JfcFft%''<!r''ims so much credit for 
bringing^ back will be cariiad out! For- 
tunately it is iiot often that one sous 
■u<jlyafi 'exhibition of inoonsistcncy. 
WiTa^Mer. ijcisgiviugs the Premier may 
hat^^'lSis 6wn mind, and whatever 
doulit may exist in other minds, as to 
thei?eal value of the now Tern:s, there 
can scarcely be any diftoroiicc of ojjin- 
ion as to the extreme unwisdom of tlu' 
Legislature doliberately declaring its 
want of coutidouce iu the fuilillment 
of these Terms; seeing they are in the 
natuue-of '"HobBon's choice." Such 
a di^jpjiaration ijould.bnly tend to mis- 
chief. T^e ProYinoial Stcretary was 
only second to his leader in point of 
inconsistency. A snpportor of the 
"Modified TarilT ' movement iu former 
Bessiom^^fl ciolleague and admirer of 
Mr.'.-QeC«3famb^ ib all his TarifiBc va- 
gasiesand tbe representative of a con- 
stituency crying out for protection, be 
was amongst the few w!io, on Tiiur.s- 
day, not only opposed the principle of 
the Resolution but opposed its going 
to Committee for full and free 
discussion .and mature consideration! 
Then there were the Minister of Fi- 
nance and his colleague from Burrard 
Inlet, both elected in opposition to 
tbe Canadian TaritT, opposing in toto 
the consideration of any proposal to 
neutral.ize.,wb<it their leader is pleased 
to regard as its disastrous operations. 
It is possible thSttfie farmers repre- 
Beuted by th'eb^en'tleihen may have 
changed their views iu this rosuect; 
but wo are inclined to (b)nbt it. A 
great man once said. "It is bolter to 
be light'tban consistent." Tbe Chief 
Comitiis^ioner thought it his duty to 
be unreasonable in order to bo con- 
sistent. Of tbe few who objected to 
the Resolution going into Conuuittee 
for oonsideration, he took the lead. 
Accoi^ing to his view, lie must be 
right and there must be no discussion : 
the views of n^embera who may think 
differently, the views of agriculturists 
and stoBk-raisers who have so long 
and so earnestly pressed for some rea- 
Bonable meas\ire of jirotection, are on- 
titled to no consideriitiim, — should 
not*even gain a fair bearing. This is, 
however, in perfect kee])ing with that 
gentleman's idiosyncr.isics, — nii-row, 
arbitrary, Hclf-snfficient. "V\'liilo nui 
ceding to every nnin till! fiille.si lighi 
to liohl his own opinions and expresH 
theni, and while fur from sanguine 
about^theiattainmentof any practical 
result (since the Government let slip 
the bhi^ '•favorable opportunity Ci^l- 
nmbia 18 likely to have for obtaining 
such concessions), yet ^ye cannot help 
fooling that, whore the interests are 
80 gveat aud the complainants so nu- 
merous and entitled to so much con- 
sideration, every member of the House, 
no matter what his own-opinions may 
bo, should bo willing to accord to the 
subject a fair hc'-ing and free di.s- 
cuKsion; and wo ba. o no hesitation in 
going farther and expressing tiio op- 
inion that if ft feasible scheme can be 
devised by which reasonable and bene- 
ficial protection can be ejtonded to 
the important Industries seeking for 
it, without inflicting injury upon otlier 
interoets, it would become the duty of 
every member to support that tchonie. 
The plea that the Provincial Legisla- 
ture ^at^, nothing to do with the Tariff, 
ftlthougih' technically correct, is frivo-' 
lou8 ^ab'. argument against the pre- 
sent movement. The Houko certainly 
cannot legislate on the Tariff. Until 
can always address tbe Dominion Gov- 
ernment by petit^<JO"0», that or any 
other c|,\iestion;aua-thiB ia simply what)

2..HeohaU bo a natmal 
born sul)ject of Hor Majosty, or a natur- 
ali/.cd .sulijeot for not less than five yours 
prior to Ills election. .'!. lie hhall bo a 
lebident of tlio Proviiico for not less than 
tliroo j-ears iuiiuodiately preceding Ins 
election. 4. He .shall bo legally or equi- 
tably seized of landi or tenements with- 
in the Province for which he is appoint- 
ed, of tlie value of four thousand dollars 
clear of all incniubrance. No ineinlier of 
Iho Lc'i-'islativo (!ouni-il or .Vssenibly of 
any Province shall bo eligible. Th« 
usual legol disqualifii-ations are set forth. 
Tbo powers of tho Senate aro to b.; tho 
same aa at present, A Senator shall not 
vacato his seat by naoepting tho oflico of 
Minister of the Crown. Each gouf^ral 
election of the lloiiso of Couiinou.s sliall 
make a new Pailiaiiient. The Snnate 
shall, at the beginning of each Parlia- 
iiient, elect a Hpcftker. Provi.siou is 
made for filling vacaricies, holding elec- 
tions, etc. Ten Senator.s shall make a 
([uoruni. and tho '.Siieaker liliall only have 
a eastintr vote in case of a tie.

Railway Course- 

On»|h8' 2d inst'. a deputation from 
Mnuitobn waited upoii the Hon. Mr. 
Mackenzie, at Ottawa for the purpose 
of inlluoiiciiif^ the course of tbe Ciiua- 
dian Pacilic Hallway, with an especial 
viewtojliaviiigit pass nearer the centre 
of that Pjfdviuoe and touching its cap- 
ital city. It appeard that the contem- 
plated route only punsed through 
one corner of the Provincn Wo g-ivo 
Mr. Mackenzie's reply in chief, aa it 
may possess peouliar ibterest to some 
commuaities jin tUis Province : 

f'lhe real point, however, was sim- 
ply this— ,the route selected by tlie 
Government effected a saviu;jr of some 
30 miles in dislaiice. The road must 
not be coubidered a Provincial one, 
aBilJVflSjbuiltby the money of the 
■whcnffbomiWon, an'd'itwiis necessary 
therefore that auch route should bo 
selected as would best accomplish the 
end tlicy had in view. Messrs. E.yuii 
and Sutherland had each Hpokeii of 
the superior nature of the laud of tho 
Sottthetn'^ection-; but from surveya 
which had beeu made he held quite a 
contrary pin ion. Ho had reasou to 
be^evethat the laud ou the Xortheru 
route wa3 quite tqual to that on the 
Southern. Tlici timber was better, and 
thff road would be constructed quite 
as cheaply. It had been stated that 
the road passed throu^li a mere corner 
of the Province. He believed the peo- 
ple of tbe Provinco.sdosirtd that tlieir 
boundarieK should bo enlarged, and 
tho GovoruiucMiL were inclined to con- 
cur in tho opinion, if this was done, 
the line would pass through the very 
centre of tho Province. As regarded 
the population to the south, it was 
hardly a m-tter of consideration. 
Th6ro were not more than 10,000 
people in all, and it was a very 
easy matter to settle that number on 
n new lino of railway. Tho 
population would soon follow the rail 
jray. Thoy werj biiiUlitig a groat ua- 
tioual higli way, and it would bo a great 
roistake to lengthen the ro:ul by some 
SO miles, merely to suit a .small popula 
tion. It u.ouKl be a fatal cnior to con- 
tract to ruutliB road for all tiuio to coiuo 
tfvW'^lnit extra distance. To make suoh 
a detpUr t^fcinlil be BnEftnient to ruin the 
route, 'i'liov liavo bottor tiiiibor and a 
more favorablo o.miitry fur coustrtictiou, 
(•Ithough .\f .-, Llyim tlioiisht dilforont- 
It,) by thu .N irtliiii-n route tlii\:i the ono 
yropo.iu.l. 'J lit! G.)veriiuii)ut, i)f ooni.io,
